‘Work To Be Done Still’ 
On Opioids, Keenan Says 


By SCOTT JACKSON 
Sen. John Keenan intro- 
duced three bills meant to 
address the state’s opioid 
crisis at the beginning of 
the new legislative session, 
including one that would 
require insurance to provide 
30 days of substance-abuse 
treatment. 
The number of opioid- 


related overdose deaths 
in Massachusetts has de- 
creased the last two years 
after peaking at 2,099 in 
2016, according to the De- 
partment of Public Health. 
There were an estimated 
2,056 such deaths in 2017 
and 1,974 in 2018, DPH 
said in February. 

Despite the decrease in 


deaths, Keenan said there is 
much work that remains to 
be done. 

“The numbers I don’t 
want to say are encouraging 
because there is still a big 
difference between the num- 
ber of people dying now of 
opioid overdose deaths and 
those that were dying 15 or 
even 10 years ago. But the 


last two years have seen 
a change, a drop off in the 
number of opioid deaths, 
so that’s encouraging. And 
the number of pills being 
prescribed has seen a pret- 
ty dramatic drop off in the 
last couple years. And then 
the rates of addiction per 
100,000 is trending down

Massachusetts has a special veteran recognition program 
for which few who could be entitled are aware. 

Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 33, Section 67A, 
states “There shall be a medal of liberty which shall be 
awarded to the next of kin of service men and women, from 
the commonwealth, killed in action or who died in service 
while in a designated combat area, in the line of duty or who 
died as a result of wounds received in action.” 

The Massachusetts Medal of Liberty is modeled very 
much like the Purple Heart Medal but with a gold star in its 
center and the coat of arms of the Commonwealth at the top 
center. On the back are the words “In Honored Memory” 
above; the veterans name and the words “Service and Sac- 
rifice” below. 

Application is made by specific form from potential Gold 
Star family eligibles and is reviewed for approval by a com- 
mission made up of the State Adjutant General and two field 
grade officers of the National Guard Armed Forces of the 
Commonwealth, who make the recommendations to the 
commander-in-chief (governor) for approval of the award- 
ing of the Medal of Liberty. 

Eligibility for this medal is very limited and restricted. 
As aresult, not every death deemed related to military ser- 
vice will qualify. The criteria specifies that the veteran’s 
death must have been 

¢ The direct result of combat action against an opposing 
armed or otherwise hostile force of any foreign country in 
which the Armed Forces of the United States are or have 
been engaged; 

* While serving with friendly forces engaged in an armed 
conflict against an opposing force in which the U.S. is not a 
belligerent party; 

¢ As a result of an act of any such enemy opposing or 
hostile force; bie 

¢ While in a designated combat area, who died as a result

of wounds received in action, in the line of duty; 

¢ As the result of an international terrorist attack against 
the US or a foreign nation friendly to the U.S.; 

"As a result of military operations outside U.S. territory 
as part of a peace keeping or humanitarian force; 

¢ While held as a prisoner of war or while being taken 
captive. . : 

The eligibility criteria for this medal were recently re- 
visited and reviewed by the State Adjutant General and a 
number of National Guard command officers. In that recent, 
open review process, challenges were made and arguments 
presented and, carefully considered asking that suicides, 
deaths caused by radiation and chemical exposures and oth- 
ers etc., Should also qualify'as wounds. of war. 

The final recommendation rendered after this. review 
was that the language for Medal of Liberty eligibility will 
not change. Military deaths due to direct combat/hostile act 
injury (KIA —MIA) must be established and confirmed in 
order for the Medal of Liberty to be issued. 

Application for the awarding of the Medal of Liberty to 


surviving Gold Star families and next of kin must be made » 


via TAGMA FORM 3367. This. application is available at 
the Quincy Veterans Service Office, 24 High School Ave., 
Quincy, MA 02169. My staff and I will be happy to provide 
whatever assistance we can with this application and we in- 
vite those, who are eligible, to apply. | 
Generally speaking, those eligible to receive this medal 
would be surviving spouses, siblings and children. By way 
our office records, we know that Quincy’s losses were: 107 
in World War I; 245 in World War II; 38 in Korea; 48 in 


_ Vietnam and 3 thus far during the Persian Gulf War. These 


are Quincy figures, but the Medal of Liberty criterion only 
specifies.

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Cystic Fibrosis: Symptoms, Risk Factors, Prevention 
A Message From Ruth Jones, Director Of Nursing, Quincy Health Dept.

Cystic fibrosis is a ge- 

netic disorder that results in 
severe damage to the lungs, 
digestive system and other 
organs in the body. 

Cystic fibrosis affects 
the cells that produce mu- 
cus, sweat and digestive 
juices. These secreted flu- 
ids are normally thin and 
slippery. But in people with 
cystic fibrosis, a defective 
gene causes the secretions 
to become thick and sticky. 
Instead of working as a lu- 
bricant, the secretions block 
tubes, ducts and passage- 
ways, particularly in the 
lungs and pancreas. 

Even though cystic fibro- 
sis requires daily care, peo- 
ple with this condition are 
usually able to attend school 
and work. Improvements i in 
screening and treatments al- 
low those with cystic fibro- 
sis now the ability to live 
into their mid-to late 30s, on 
average, and many into their 
40s and 50s. Screening of 
newborns for cystic fibrosis 
is now performed in every 
state in the United States. As 
a result, the condition can 
be diagnosed within the first 
month of life, before symp- 
toms even develop. 

Symptoms 

Signs and symptoms 
vaty, depending on the 
~ gravity of the disease. Some 
“people may not experience 
symptoms until adolescence 
or adulthood. § 

Respiratory signs and - 


symptoms 

The thick and sticky mu- 
cus correlated with cystic 
fibrosis clogs the tubes that 
carry air in and out of the 
lungs. This can cause: 

¢ A persistent cough that 
produces thick sputum 

¢ Wheezing 

¢ Breathlessness 

¢ Exercise intolerance 

¢ Recurrent lung infec- 
tions 

¢ Inflamed nasal passages 
or a stuffy nose 

Digestive signs 
and symptoms 

The thick mucus can also 
block tubes that carry di- 
gestive enzymes from your 
pancreas to your small intes- 
tine. Without these digestive 
enzymes, your intestines 
cannot fully absorb the nu- 
trients in the food you eat. 
The result can be: 

* Foul-smelling, greasy 
stools — - 

¢ Poor weight gain and 
growth 

¢ Intestinal blockage, 
particularly in newborns 

¢ Severe constipation 

Causes 

In cystic fibrosis, a ge- 
netic mutation alters a pro- 
tein that regulates the move- 
ment of salt in and out of 
cells. The result is thick, 
sticky mucus in the respi- 


-Fatory, digestive and repro- 


ductive systems, as well 
as increased salt in sweat. 
Multiple. defects can oc- 
cur in the gene. The type of 
gene mutation is linked with 
the severity of the condition. 


Children need to itiherit one 
copy of the gene from each 
parent in order to have the 
disease. If they inherit only 
one copy, they won’t devel- 
op cystic fibrosis. However, 
they will be carriers and can 
conceivably pass the gene to 
their own children. 
Risk factors . 

* Family history. Be- 
cause cystic fibrosis is an 
inherited disorder, it runs in 
families. 

* Race. Although cystic 
fibrosis occurs in all races, 
it is most common in white 
people of Northern Europe- 
an ancestry. 

Complications 
Respiratory system 
complications 

* Damaged airways 
(bronchiectasis). Cystic fi- 
brosis is one of the leading 
causes of bronchiectasis, a 
condition that damages the 
airways. This makes it dif- 
ficult to. move air in and out 
of the lungs and clear mucus 
from the bronchial tubes. 

* Chronic infections. 
Thick mucus in the lungs 
and sinuses provides an ide- 
al breeding ground for bac- 
teria and fungi. Those with 
cystic fibrosis may. often 
have sinus infections, bron- 
chitis or pneumonia. 

¢ Nasal polyps. Because 


adults with cystic fibrosis 
may cough up blood. 

¢ Pneumothorax. Air 
collects in the space that 
separates the lungs from 
the chest wall. This is more 
common in older people 
with cystic fibrosis 

¢ Respiratory failure. 
Cystic fibrosis can damage 
lung tissue so severely that 
it no longer works. Lung 
function usually worsens 
gradually, and it eventually 
can become life-threatening. 

¢ Acute exacerbations. 
People with cystic fibrosis 
may experience worsening 
of their respiratory symp- 
toms, such as coughing and 
shortness of breath, for sev- 
eral days to weeks. This is 
called an acute exacerbation 
and typically requires hospi- 
talization. 

Digestive system 
complications 

¢ Nutritional deficien- 
cies. Thick mucus can block 
the tubes that carry digestive 
enzymes from your pancre- 
as to your intestines. With- 
out these enzymes, your 
body can’t absorb protein, 
fats or fat-soluble vitamins. 

* Diabetes. Cystic fibro- 
sis increases the risk of dia- 
betes. Around 30 percent of 
people with cystic fibrosis

* Blocked: bile duct. The 
tube that carries bile from 
your liver and gallbladder to 
your small intestine may be- 
come blocked and inflamed, 
leading- to liver problems 
and sometimes gallstones. 

* Intestinal obstruction. 
Intestinal obstruction’ can 
transpire in people with cys- 
tic fibrosis at all ages. Chil- 
dren and adults with cystic 
fibrosis are more likely than 
are infants to develop intus- 
susception, a condition in 
which a section of the intes- 
tines folds in on itself like 
an accordion. 

¢ Distal intestinal ob- 
struction syndrome 
(DIOS). DIOS is partial or 
complete obstruction where 
the small intestine meets the 
large intestine. 

Reproductive 
system complications 

Almost all men with cys- 
tic fibrosis are infertile be- 
cause the tube that connects 
the testes and prostate gland 
is either blocked with mu- 
cus or missing entirely. Al- 
though women with cystic 
fibrosis may be less fertile, 
it’s possible for them to con- 
ceive and to have successful 
pregnancies.

Other complications 

¢ Osteoporosis. People 
with cystic fibrosis are at 
higher risk of developing 
a dangerous thinning of 
bones. 

¢ Electrolyte imbalanc- 
es and dehydration. Signs 
and symptoms include in- 
creased heart rate, fatigue, 
weakness and low blood 
pressure. 

Prevention 

If you or your partner has 
close relatives with cystic 
fibrosis, you both may want 
to undergo genetic testing 
before having children. The 
test, which is performed in 
a lab on a sample of blood, 
can help determine your risk 
of having a child with cystic 
fibrosis.

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Why Should ‘ Vetereii 
Pay For Medicare?

Dear Rusty: I am a veteran and all my medical needs 
_are covered by the VA. Why should I be paying for Medicare 
out of my monthly SS check? Signed: Inquiring Veteran 

Dear Inquiring Veteran: Well, it depends upon how 
comfortable you are that the VA will be able to provide ALL 
the medical services you miay ever need, emergency or oth- 
erwise, for the rest of your life. I, too, am a veteran and 
feceive some of my care — such as wellness exams, blood 
tests, some prescription drugs, and immunizations - from 
the VA, but I also have Medicare to cover other services 
which are .not typically available on an immediate basis 
from the VA. The point is, there will almost surely be times 
when you won’t be able to rely on the VA for needed imme- 
diate care or certain specialized services from specific medi- 
cal experts, and if you don’t have Medicare you may find 
yourself facing some very large medical expenses for which 
you will be personally responsible. That’s where Medicare 
will help because. nearly every medical facility and health- 
care service in the country accepts patients with Medicare. 


’ And being immediately accepted as a Medicare patient any- 


where in the country, anytime of day or night must certainly 
have some value for you. After all, none of us know what 
our health future will be. 

Since you’re now collecting Social Security I assume 
you’re already enrolled in Medicare Parts A& B, and you're 
questioning why you should continue to pay the Part B pre- 
mium. Medicare Part B is coverage for doctors and other 


. Outpatient services, while Medicare Part A provides hospi- 


talization coverage. There’s a premium for Part B ($135.50/ 
month in 2019), but Part-A is free if you also qualify for 
Social Security. And, by the way, you must have Medicare. 
Part A to collect Social Security after you’re 65. For infor- 
mation, VA coverage for drugs is considered “creditable” as 
an alternative to Medicare Part D prescription drug cover- 


-; age. But other, VA healthcare coverage is not a “creditable” 


alternative to, Part B by Medicare’s standards, so it won't’

Additionally, ‘you will be restricted when you can later 
re-enroll and when your coverage will start again. For clari- 
ty, if you have other “creditable” (not VA).coverage you can 
drop Part B, save the premium, and re-enroll in Part B again 
later without penalty (when your other “creditable” cover- 
age ends), But if you don’t, you may find your healthcare 
options limited and you'll i incur penalties for reeee 
in Part B later. 

Obviously the choice is yours to make, but { suggest you 


' consider the above points carefully when making your deci- 


sion about whether to drop Medicare Part B and rely only 
on the VA only for your healthcare coverage. That’s not to 
take anything away from the excellent healthcare services 
offered by the VA, but only to make sure you’re aware of the 
risks associated with dropping Medicare Part B.

finally,” Keenan, a Quincy 
Democrat, said during a re- 
cent interview. 

“The trend was like this 
(going up); it’s turned, but 
there is still this big delta 
that has to be addressed, so 
anybody who claims suc- 
cess at this point, it’s very 
premature. 

“People are still getting 
addicted. People are still 
overdosing. We’ve done 
a better job of preventing 
those who are overdosing 
from dying, but...those peo- 
ple who are dying are dying 
in far greater numbers than 
they were before this epi- 
demic started. So, there is a 
lot of work to be done still.” 

A 2014 state law required 
commercial insurance com- 
panies to provide coverage 
for at least 14 days of ad- 
diction treatment. Keenan 
has pushed to increase the 
requirement to 30 days, and 
filed a bill in January that 
would do so. Keenan’s leg- 
islation would cover treat- 
ment for alcohol and non- 
_ Opioid drugs as well. 

“Right now, we have on 
the books a 14-day require- 
ment. This would extend it 
to 30 days as deemed medi- 
cally necessary by clini- 
cians,” Keenan said. 


“We do it presently under 
Mass Health. We provide 
coverage for up to 90 days 
of treatment under Mass 
Health, and yet there has 
been resistance to requiring 
insurance companies to pro- 
vide coverage up to 30 days. 


If the state is doing it for its . 


insurers, private insurers 


- should do it for their insur-

ance. 

Recovery programs, he 
explained, include three 
steps — detox, stepdown and 
stabilization — the first two 
of which usually take 14 
days. 

“You go through detox, 
which is when they essen- 
tially get the drug out of 
your system, and then you 
get to a stepdown program, 
which is when you start to 
focus on your health and 
dealing with your addiction 
as well,” the senator said. 

“That generally gets you 
to 14 days and then it’s when 
do you get into stabilization; 
14 to 30-days is when you 
really start to get more into 
treatment that is focused on 
longer-term recovery as op- 
posed to just detox and step- 
down.” 

“Most people will tell 
you that 30 days is a critical 
point; between 14 and 30 
is pretty critical,” Keenan

a four-story building with 
14 units, which was reduced 
to. a three-story building

“This is not something 
that happened overnight,” 
Harnais said. “This is prob- 
ably a year-and-a-half of 
working with the Planning 
Department.

“It would be one thing if 
the petitioner had come in 
and at least cleaned up the 
property. There is trash all 
over the place,” she said. 
“We have to look at this 
trash. We have to look at the 
siding flapping around; the 
windows are open and ev- 
erything.” 


_ In response to her con- 
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added. “‘That’s when you’re 
really focusing on long-term 
recovery. And 30 days isn’t 
the magic number in recov- 
ery, because a lot of people 
need additional supports 
after. that and additional 
treatment.

_is a better opportunity to 


give a good assessment of 
where somebody is at and 
at that point to discharge 
them to inpatient treatment, 
residential treatment, with a 
program which may include 
daily counseling, living in 
a sober home, whatever it 
may be, to keep them on the 
path to recovery. 

“At 14 days, you really 
don’t have the ability and 
the patient is not ready at 
that point to kind of focus on 
those longer-term things.” 

Insurance companies 
have balked at being re- 
quired to provide 30 days 
of treatment, Keenan said, 
in part because of concerns 
over costs. The senator said, 
however, that the Center 
for Health Information and 
Analysis (CHIA) has found 
the impact on ratepayers 


would be minimal. 

“It is. That’s part of it,” 
Keenan. responded when 
asked if cost was a reason 
insurance companies would 
resist the 30-day require- 
ment. “The other part of it 
is they do not like mandates. 
Constantly they say that ev- 
ery time you put a mandate 
on us, you increase the cost 
of insurance for everybody. 

“CHIA did an analysis 
of the cost of this bill for 
the average ratepayer and 
between five and six cents, 
I think, is the number — that 
will probably have to be up- 
dated, but it’s pretty mini- 
mal because you’re spread- 
ing the cost among those 
that are covered by private 
insurance. 

“It’s something _ that 
should be done.” 

A previous bill, signed 
into law by Gov. Charlie 
Baker in March 2016, in- 
cluded several measures 
meant to rein in the opioid 
epidemic. 

One provision in the bill 
included a drug steward- 
ship program, an initiative 
that made drug manufac- 
turers responsible for the 
safe. disposal of unused 
pills to prevent them from 
being diverted. The House 
of Representatives added

“T think the green space 
is inadequate,” he said. 
“I don’t like the fact that 
you’re walking across a city 
block.” 


a sunset clause to the pro- 
gram, Keenan said, mean- 
ing the provision would end 
in 2021. 

Keenan has introduced a 
bill that would make perma- 
nent the drug stewardship 
requirement. 

“You have these drug 
manufacturers who promote 
and market these pills, con- 
vince doctors to prescribe 
them,” he said. “There 
are too many that are pre- 
scribed. They’re going un- 
used. Insurances companies 
are paying for that, which 
means we’re paying for all 
that in that way. Then they 
sit in medicine chests: They 
are taken by kids and others. 
We’re paying then for the 
treatment that comes from 
the addiction. 

“Even if it doesn’t go to 
that stage and somebody 
makes the responsible deci- 
sion to get rid of them and 
bring them to the police sta- 
tion, we’re paying for all 
that and the pharmaceutical 
company is just watching 
their balance sheet grow.” 

“We thought it was time 
they had some skin in the 
game, so we passed a bill 
that would require them to 
have a program or to con- 
tribute to a program to dis- 
pose of the unused medica- 
tions,” Keenan continued. 
“It passed, but when it went 
to the House of Representa- 

tives it came out with a sun- 
set clause, meaning the obli- 


gation would only be there_ 


for five years and we’re in 
year three. Essentially noth- 
ing has been done. 

“Our bill would take off 
that sunset clause and make 
the obligation permanent — 
the pharmaceutical compa- 
nies would be permanently 
obligated to take back un- 
used medications so people 
could clean out their medi- 
cine chests, clean out their 
dresser drawers of these 
pills, and the pharmaceuti- 


cal companies will pay that 
cost.” 

Stewardship programs 
are not unique to prescrip- 
tion drugs, he added. 

“We require people who 
made compact fluorescent 
lightbulbs play a role in 
taking them back,” Keenan 
said. “[When] you get your 
car fixed, they have to take 
back the oil. So, it’s pretty 
common that we do it. Com- 
mon sense would say do it 
here for pharmaceutical 
companies, and yet when it 
was done for pharmaceuti- 
cal companies the obliga- 
tion was only for five years. 
We’re in year three and they 
haven’t done it.” 

A bill signed into law last 
summer required insurances 
companies to provide cov- 
erage for alternative pain 
management. The Division 
of Insurance is in the pro- 
cess of developing a plan to 
cover pain management ser- 
vices in accordance with the 
2018 opioid law, according 
to Keenan’s office; many of 
these modalities currently 
require prior authorization. 

To address that concern, 
Keenan has introduced leg- 
islation that would remove 
the prior authorization re- 
quirement. 

“What we’re trying to 
do is expand that coverage 
and do away with the prior 
authorization issue. Right 
now, if I go and get arm sur- 
gery of some sort, we want 
to make it so there aren’t all 
kinds of hoops that my phy- 
sician and I have to jump 
through in order for me to 
get extended physical thera- 
py, to get chiropractic care, 
to get acupuncture care, 
whatever it may be deemed 
as medically necessary,” 
Keenan said. 

“Right now, there is a 
process that needs to be un- 
dertaken in order for that to 
be covered.”

Cassani was asked if 
traffic is better now than it 
was a year ago when he was 
named director of the traf- 
fic department, and he said 
it was as a result of the new 
technology. 

“Better. Without a 
doubt,” he said. “This proj- 
ect that we have undertaken 
has ensured we have good 
detection, which gets to the 
heart of making sure the 
programming we have in 
place works. Furthermore, 
the adaptive platform al- 


lows us to say definitely that 
every given moment of the 
day, the right decision is be- 
ing made at each intersec- 
tion.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
in April 2017 introduced 
a $2.3 million bond for a 
citywide traffic study, which 
the council approved six 
months later after being as- 
sured money would be spent 
on traffic and safety im- 
provements as well. Cassani 


said the $2.3 million has © 


helped transform his depart- 
ment, which was formed in 
July 2016. 

“T look at this project in 
some ways as a rebirth... 
of our department because 
we’ve ‘developed so many 
new capabilities and we’re 
able to do so much more 
now than we were able to 
do,” he said. 

“This particular project, 
the $2.3 million, really em- 
phasized a citywide trans- 
portation analysis and it 
also, through the council’s 
action, emphasized action 


— how can we make traffic 
better in the city of Quincy, 
as opposed to having an- 
other study on another shelf 
that may or may not get im- 
plemented.” 

As part of the initiative, 
the department completed 
‘an inventory of 76 traffic 
signals to determine what 
kind of equipment was be- 
ing used to time the signals, 
Cassani said. The depart- 
ment is working to replace 
antiquated systems with 
software-based ones. 

Surtrac, an adaptive 
traffic-control system de- 
veloped at Carnegie Mellon 
University, will be installed 
at 25 intersections in and 
around Quincy Center in 
the coming weeks, Cassani 
said. Half of those intersec- 
tions with the new system 
were up and running as of 
the Feb. 25 meeting. 

Mike Wasielewski, an 
engineer with Ocean State 
Signal, said Surtrac allows 
the signals to adjust to traf- 
fic conditions in real time. 


“It measures traffic de- 
mand in real time, so as 
vehicles are coming in and 
out of the system, you’re 
measuring that. It takes that 
demand and dynamically 
adjusts the green time on 
each approach to each inter- 
section,” he said. “Through 
that you’re able to reduce 
travel times, delays, stops 
and emissions, and it helps 
to adapt to the ever-chang- 
ing traffic patterns.” 

Allison Ruel, who was 
named Quincy’s traffic en- 
gineer in October, said new 
detection systems have been 
installed at certain intersec- 
tions citywide, such as the 
one at Washington Street 
and Southern Artery, which 
nearly 30,000 vehicles trav- 
el through each day. 


The new detection sys-. 


tems use video cameras 
mounted on.the mast arms 
above the intersection in- 
stead of underground loop 
systems, which are suscep- 
tible to damage, Ruel said.

St. is presently home to a 
plumber, an auto parts ware- 
house and veterinary ware- 
house and retailer, Murray 
said. Habit OPCO was seek- 
ing to move into the space 
occupied by the plumber. 
Habit OPCO serves 167 
patients at its Quincy loca- 
tions. Each patient receiving 
medication-assisted _treat- 
ment also receives counsel- 
ing, typically once a week. 

Matthew Davis, the com- 
pany’s regional vice presi- 
dent, said most medication 
is distributed between 
5:45 and 9 a.m. Most of 
the counseling takes. place 
during that time frame as 
well with additional coun- 
seling and intake appoint- 
ments through the rest of 
the morning. Administrative 
meetings take place until 2 
p.m., when most employees 
leave.

Funding from the $2.3 
million also went towards 
developing a Complete 
Streets policy for the city; 
the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Transportation’s 
Complete Streets program 
is one that focuses on im- 
provements for all modes 
of transportation — walking, 
biking, transit and driving 
~ for people of all ages and 
abilities. 

TPAL hosted three com- 
munity meetings on the pro- 
gram last summer and gath- 
éred additional comments 
online. Cassani said more 
than 400 residents. partici- 
pated in the online survey, 
providing feedback for each 
of the city’s neighborhoods. 

“One of the things I think 
is most positive about the 
Complete Streets program 
is that it has a different 
mentality,” Cassani said. “It 
has a different mentality in 
designing and constructing 
these projects, recognizing 
that our city really needs to 
think about multi-modal us- 
ers. We need to think about 
elderly people. We need to 
think about children. We 
need to think about safety 
first and making sure that all 
our streets are not only de- 
signed for the automobile.” 

Councillor Nina Liang 
said the TPAL Department 
had taken a proactive ap- 
proach to encourage alterna- 
tive modes of transportation 
with the number of people 
and vehicles in Quincy and 
the South Shore on the rise. 

“With the ride-sharing 


apps and the number of 
people moving to the area — 


not just here in Quincy, but 
in the South Shore — it’s a 
numbers game. We're see- 
ing more people, we're see- 
ing more families, we’re 
seeing moré folks with cars 
and congestion is growing,” 
Liang said. 

“We’re being proactive 
with the lighting system, pe- 
destrian safety, ADA-com- 
pliance...different transpor- 
tation mediums in the city 
are being encouraged.” 

Cassani told the over- 
sight committee the city had 
been awarded a $307,000 
state grant for the Complete 
Streets program. 

The grant, which was 
announced Feb. 26, will 
go toward the installation 
of ramps compliant with 
the Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act on the north 
side of Coddington Street. 


ADA-compliant ramps and 
signals will also be added at 


the intersection of McGrath 
Highway and Southern Ar- 
tery. Separated bicycle lanes 
will be installed in both 
directions along the entire 
length of Quarry Street, on 
Granite Street from Walter 
Hannon Parkway to School 
Street, and along Codding-

“In order to get medical 
services back to the city, I 
believe this is well worth the 
investment,” he said. 

The city expects to re- 
ceive $569,000 in property 
tax revenue once the proj- 
ect is complete, compared 
to the $84,000 the city now 
receives for the same land. 
The project is estimated to 
bring in $25.8 million more 
in property taxes over the 
next 40 years compared to 
what is now on site. 

“It’s a winner even with 
the discount to bring medi- 
cal to this project,” Koch 
said. “This makes perfect 
sense if we want some 
medical back in the city. 
The other projects will more 
than carry the taxes for that 
side of the project. 

“I would also suggest the 
jobs that are coming to this 
site, and there will be more 
than 400, bring with them 
disposable income that will 
also add to the economic 
benefit for all those that op- 
erate in the downtown.” 

The $61 million borrow- 
ing request includes $24 
million in infrastructure im- 
provements to the Ross Lot 
area; $16 million for design- 
ing a new public parking ga- 
rage in the same area and for 
land takings needed to build 
it; and $9 million to extend 
the road now known as Cli- 
veden Street so it would run 
from Burgin Parkway to a 
new garage now under con- 
struction on the former Han- 
cock Lot. 

‘The improvements in the 
Ross Lot site include a new 
public way between Hannon 
Parkway and Granite Street; 
that street is identified as 
General McConville Way 
in the bond request. Clive- 
den Street would also get a 
new name, General Dunford 
Drive. The extension of Cli- 
veden Street between Han- 
cock Street and the Hancock 
Lot garage would be known 
as General Sullivan Way. 
The three generals for which 
the roads would be named 
have Quincy ties. A new 
Mayor Ross Way would be 
built south of Hannon Park- 
way. 

The plan also sets aside

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one corner of the intersec- 
tion. of General Dunford 
Drive and General McCon- 
ville Way for a war monu- 
ment, and another corner for 
a pocket park. 

The new public parking 
garage would be construct- 
ed along the new General 
Dunford Drive adjacent to 
the MBTA train tracks. The 
city would have to take the 
former AJ Wright building 
to build the new garage. 
Koch plans to utilize state 
money to build the garage 
itself. 

The $61 million would 
be borrowed using the Dis- 
trict Improvement Financ- 
ing (DIF) program, which 
means new tax revenue 
from Quincy Center would 
pay off the debt. 

“The folks living in dif- 
ferent parts of the city do not 
pay for the improvements 
to the downtown. That’s 
something we’ve been con- 
sistent with since day one,” 
the mayor said. “Though the 
downtown was a drag on the 
city, literally, for years and 
all of the downtown needed 
a major upgrade, so it was 
a liability to the taxpayer, 
we’ve reversed that. Today, 
it’s becoming a great asset 
to the taxpayer.” 

Koch said the city pres- 
ently receives $4.6 million 
in DIF revenue annually and 
pays $2.8 million in debt 
service to existing DIF 
bonds. 

The changes to the Urban 
Revitalization and Improve- 
ment Plan for Quincy Cen- 
ter, which would be the fifth 
amendment to the URDP, 
identify additional parcels 
in the downtown for poten- 
tial taking in the future. The 
city would consider tak- 
ing those properties if their 


‘ current owners do not take 


steps to improve them. 

“We certainly hope there 
will be a number of private 
transactions, but if need 
be, we can: use the tool of 
eminent domain if we have 
an uninterested landlord,” 
Koch said. 

Following the presen- 
tation, Ward 1 Councillor 
David McCarthy said the 
city has turned the corner in 
Quincy Center. 

“For a number of 
months...people were say- 
ing ‘what’s the plan down- 


- town?’ I think, if you can’t 


figure out what the plan 
is now downtown, I don’t 
know what you’re looking 
for,” McCarthy said. “We’re 
way past turning the corner 
in regard to public improve- 
ments and private invest- 
ment. To get FoxRock in- 
volved, to get Brigham and 
Women’s and South Shore 
in here...there is a plan.” 

“It looks great on paper 
and I know it’s going to look 
great in person,’ McCarthy 
added. 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 

Palmucci commended Koch 
and his administration for 
their efforts to redevelop 
Quincy Center. 
_ “The administration and 
the council — we’ve had 
policy disagreements along 
the way — but we’ve always 
had the same vision...for 
revitalizing Quincy Cen- 
ter and really making it the 
economic engine that drives 
the city forward,” Palmucci 
said. “I want to take the op- 
portunity to commend you 
and the administration for 
the consistent effort you’ ve 
put in over the past 12 years 
really driving this home.” 

Palmucci added that he 
looked forward to reviewing

Councillor Nina Liang 
said she was excited the 
long-awaited LDA had been 
presented to the council and 
stressed the importance of 
thoroughly reviewing the 
plan before approving it. 

“While this is great and 
really encourages me and 
excites me, I do also respect 
that this is going to be a pro- 
cess we all have to engage 
very thoroughly and vig- 
orously with,” Liang said. 
“We don’t have much pub- 
lic land left and whatever 
we decide to do with it, we 
have to be really careful and 
thoughtful.” 

Councillor Noel DiBona 
asked Koch if FoxRock had 
discussed opening a hospital 
on site. DiBona suggested 
they could construct a dens- 
er building on site to do so. 

“I know the medical use 
is a start,” DiBona said. “I’d 
be very, very inclined, may- 
or, to go up in height...if we 
could put a hospital site on 
the Ross Lot.” 

Koch said an acute-care 
hospital would not return to 
the city. 

“There is not going to 
be an acute-care hospital 


in Quincy,” he said. “The 
city of Quincy operated an 
acute-care hospital in defi- 
cit for decades, spun that 
off in 1999 to a non-profit. 
They lost money every year 
and went bankrupt. Steward 
bought them out of bank- 
ruptcy as for-profit and they 


‘couldn’t make it.” 


The zoning for the Ross 
Lot already allows buildings 
up to 15 stories tall by-right. 

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey asked Koch about the 
proposed hotel, noting LBC 
previously said it would be 
unable to construct a hotel 
at 1500 Hancock St. and in- 
stead built Nova Residences 
there. 

“They (LBC) mentioned 
having a hotel and they had 
an expert come in and say 
the downtown was not ready 
for a hotel,” she said. 

Koch said the plan had 
been thoroughly reviewed 
to ensure the developer 
would be able to finance the 
project. 

“Councillor, you can be 
assured every aspect of this 
has been looked at 10 differ- 
ent ways by 10 different ex- 
perts...including that these 
things are financeable going 
forward,” he said.

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Cassandra Davis Finishes Career As 
Girls’ Hockey All-Time Leading Scorer 


Senior Captain Sets Mark With 193 Points (125 Goals, 68 Assists)

Cassandra Davis set the 
Quincy/North Quincy. High 
girls’ hockey team all-time 
scoring record last season — 
and spent this season demol- 
ishing it. 

The Quincy High senior 
captain and four-year var- 
sity forward was the go-to 
scorer for the girls’ co-op 
once again this winter, top- 
ping all Patriot League play- 
ers with 52 points scored 
(38 goals, 14 assists); she 
finished her varsity career 
with 193 points (125 goals, 
68 assists) — the latter of 
which is by far the most 
points scored by a player in 
program history. 

“It’s a good feeling. I re- 
ally enjoyed playing with 
Meghan, too,” Davis said 
in reference to Meghan 
Greene, who excelled on de- 
fense as a four-year starter. 
“She really helped me get 
a lot of them. It’s a great 
feeling to have this many 
points.” 

Over the course of her 
career with the co-op; Davis 
was a part of its two most 
successful teams in program 
history as a freshman and 


sophomore. Her freshman 
year, the team won 13 games 
and made it to the playoffs; 


they also made it to the tour- 


nament her sophomore year. 
“It’s been fun all four 
years, but the first two were 
my favorite because we 
made the tournament,” she 
said. “It was a good way to 
start high school off.” 
Davis, who said she may 


play club hockey in college, 


also offered advice to her 
teammates who will be re- 
turning next season. 

“I would definitely tell 
them to work hard, try to 
get to 100 points and maybe 
even try to beat my record, 
but I like having the record,” 
she said. “They should defi- 
nitely work hard to try to 
make it to the tournament so 
they can experience that.” 

In her final game of her 
career on Feb. 20 against 
Weymouth, Davis had three 
points: two goals and one as- 
sist. Overall, it was a strong 
performance for QNQ, who 
overcame a two-goal defi- 
cit in the final five minutes 
of their game and skated to 
a 5-5 tie. QNQ finished the 
season at 3-15-2. 


“I couldn’t be happier 
or more proud of the girls,” 
head coach Jeff Craig: said. 
“At any point in the season, 
they could’ve bailed and 
stopped working. But with 
five minutes left in the sea- 
son, we’re down two goals 
short-handed, so to get two 
and have a few chances to 
rally, I’m just very proud. 
It’s a good way to go into 
the offseason.”

Early Voting In City 
Elections Proposed

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci on Monday intro- 
duced a home rule petition 
that would allow early vot- 
ing ahead of municipal elec- 
tions. 

Palmucci’s _ legislation 
would allow city councils or 
boards of selectmen state- 
wide to allow voters to cast 
ballots in the run up to mu- 
nicipal elections. The matter 
was referred to the council’s 
ordinance committee for re- 
view during a future meet- 
ing. As a home rule petition, 
it would require approval 
from the City Council, May- 
or Thomas Koch, the state 
Legislature and Gov. Char- 
lie Baker before it could be- 


come law. 

Massachusetts has _al- 
lowed early voting during 
the last two statewide elec- 
tions in 2016 and 2018. 
Communities were required 
to have at least one poll- 
ing place open during the 
10 day weekdays leading 
up the November election 
those years. There was no 
early voting in the primary 
elections. 

In Quincy, residents had 
the chance to cast their bal- 
lots during those 10 week- 
days and a Saturday in both 
2016 and 2018. In 2018, 
4,339 residents cast their 
ballots during the early vot- 
ing period. In 2016, 8,535 
residents did so.

The project also requires 
a Chapter 91 license. from 
MassDEP and a federal con- 
sistency review from the 
state Office of Coastal Zone 
Management.

ANEW SCAM: The scammer pretends to be from the fed- 
eral government and preys on international students. Foreign 
students, particularly from South Asian countries, are getting 
phone calls that look like they are from the government. 

The caller typically knows about a student’s immigra- 
tion status and the program or school they’re attending. The 
scammer will initiate conversation by stating that there is a 
problem with the student’s immigration documents or visa re- 
newal, followed by a demand for immediate payment, often 
thousands of dollars, for a penalty fee or bogus immigration 


‘bond. 


The scammers will threaten with arrest or deportation if 
the students don’t pay up. This is where this new scam ends 
because as in many scams, payment is demanded in gift cards 
(like Google Play or iTunes) or a crypto-currency (like Bit- 
coin). Keep in mind that the federal government-does not 
make a phone call about such a matter, they don’t make 
threats and wouldn’t ask for gift card payments. 

Scammers like gift cards and crypto-currency because they 
can get the money and disappear without a trace. If you get 
a call or email demanding payment, you should know that a 
letter precedes any telephone conversation and in that letter is 
a phone number for you to call the government agency. By 
talkinig to trusted people and/or your local Police, they will 
help you determine that this is a scam, 

If you are concerned about your visa or immigration docu- 
mentation, call USCIS’s National Customer Service Center at 
800-375-5283. As in any demand for payment, claiming to 
be from a utility, a state, local or federal government, if the 
scammer wants gift cards, it is clearly a scam — NO EXCEP-
